I wanted  to  attend  th^  first  named  be- 
cause partly  responsible  tor  its  organiza- 
tion fifty  years  ago,  and  this  was  the  jubi- 
lee. It  so  happened  that  the  New  Orleans 
association  was  the  fifth  organized  in  the 
Ubited  States;  that  is,  November  16th, 
1852.  Its  president  was  the  first  presiding 
officer  of  the  first  convention,  and  it  was 
the  first  association  in  the  world  to  pub- 
lish a regular  periodical  and  I had  the 
hotior  of  being  the  editor. 

There  were  but  twenty-six  associations 
in  the  United  States  in  1854,  twelve  of 
Which  and  one  from  Canada  went  into 
the  organization.  The  meeting  was  held 
itj  Buffalo;  hence  it  was  quite  appropriate 
that  the  jubilee  should  be  there.  About 
1,400  delegates  were  present,  and  they 
were  royally  entertained.  Much  discus- 
sion was  in  behalf  of  the  Railroad  Asso- 
ciations, and  when  it  was  found  that 
Mi9S  Helen  Gould,  a noble  friend  was  on 
the  platform  the  applause  was  deafening. 

The  last  Convention  held  before  the  war  of 
the  States,  was  1860  with  the  New  Orleans 
association,  of  which  I was  then  president. 
Since  the  war  there  has  been  renewed 
growth  and  marvelous  developments  of 
those  associations.  Almost  every  depart- 
ment of  Christian  work  has  engaged  their 
attention;  they  are  spread  throughout  the 
v|rorld.  In  the  cities  there*  often  several, 
ih  order  to  reach , every  class  of  people. 
Magnificent  buildings  have  been  erected; 
that  in  Buffalo  is  ten  stories  in  height 
and  the  property  cost  $400,000.  Miss 
(£oaM  proposes  to  give  $450,000  for  a 
building  for  Navy  now  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 
But  I wanted  to  say  something  about  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention;  for  I was 
there  Lord’s  Day  and  Monday  to  the  close, 
0f  course  I was  pleasantly  situated;  visit- 
ing my  niece,  Mrs.  Porter  McFerrin  and 
her  good  husband.  Time  did  not  permit 
me  to  see  the  city  except  in  going  to  va- 
rious meetings.  So  great  was  the  crowd 
it  was  almost  impossible  to  find  old 
friends  and  acquaintances.  It  is  needless 
to  say  that  the  reports  were  encouraging; 
the  discussions  lively  and  the  proceedings 
deeply  interesting.  Bro.  Willingham  al- 
ways moves  the  people.  Secretaries  Bur- 
roughs and  Gregory  had  the  minutes 
printed  and  bound,  ready  for  distribution 
before  breakfast  the  morning  after  adjourn- 
ment. ^

A Few  Daya  on  tfte  Coast. 

I have  recently  spent  a fdw  days  on  the 
Coast,  helping  Bro.  Finley,  in  a meetingat 
Handsboro.  The  beauty  [ of  this  Coast 
country  is  enchanting,  the  .magnificent 
oaks,  the  splendid  old  fashioned  homes 
that  nestle  among  them,  the  rolling  waves 
that  stretch  away  beyond  our  sight,  the 
gentle  breeze,  all  conspiri  to  make  it  a 
most  delightful  place. 

Xhe  people  also  are  most  interesting,  for 
they  are  almost  of  every  variety  of  nation- 
ality and  character.  Tlie  church  at 
Handsboro  has  about  thirjy  members.  A 
few  of  them  have  been  in  tjhe  church  since 
its  organization.  A few1  families  have  re- 
cently moyed  to  H. 

This  little  band  impressed  me  as  being  as 
devoted  a body  of  Chrisjtians  as  it  has 
•been  my  happy  privilege  tjo  meet.  They 
are  loyal  and  liberal.  And  it  is  delightful 
to  see  the  fellowship  that  ijxists  between 
the  church  and  the  pastor,  j They  seem  to 
be  exactly  fitted  to  each  other,  and  with 
the  hearty  co  operation  of  such  a people 
and  such  untiring  efforts  as  the  pastor  is 
putting  into  his  work,  the  cause  is  hound 
to  prosper,  in  fact,  it  is  alrjeady  prosper- 
ing. A live  Sunday  School  has  lieen  or- 
ganized and  is  growing,  the  congregations 
have  grown  some  too,  and  there  are  other 
hopeful  signs. 

Bat  it  is  a hard  field.  The  town  of  H.  is 
said  to  have  a thousand  population,  and  I 
suppose  that  not  over  one  hundred  can  lie 
said  to  be  church  goers.  Tlie  public  senti- 
ment is  intensely  worldly.  { The  desecra- 
tion of  the  Sabbath  is  notorious.  It  is  the 
day  for  hunting,  fishing  bnd  base  ball. 
Life  here  is  dominated  by  [the  sporting 
spirit.  One  of  the  things  tjhat  must  be 
done  is  to  rescue  the  Lord's  day  from  this 
abuse.  We  can  have  no  high  degree  of 
Christian  civilization  \Vithj>ut  it.  The 
work  at  H.,  and  all  alorjg  the  Coast,  as  I 
think,  must  have  a resident  pastor.  The 
preacher  that  builds  up  the  cause  of  Christ 
among  these  people  mu^f  lire  his  religion 
among  them,  and  so  beepm^  a standing 
reproof  for  their  evil  wayjs.  j

Ye  twentieth  century1  people  listen  for  a 
moment  On  Tuesday j the  24th  of  May,  a 
little  orphan  girl,  who  has  been  in  the 
Roman  Catholic  Orphan  Home  of  this 
city,  doling  the  past  five  or  six  years, 
made  her  escape  and  sought  refuge  in  a 
Baptist ,hotne  which  she  remembered  was 
a triend  to  her  dying  mother.  The  little 
girl  was  only  hve  years  old  when  her 
mother  'died,  and  vet  She  remembered  the 
good  Baptist  woman  igho  beard  the  moth- 
er's dv mg  cry : "Care  fdr  my  child.”  For 
•ocne  reason  the  child  could  not  gain  en- 
trance into  the  Protestant  Orphan’s  Home

Evangelism  is  the  preaching  of  the  “good 
news”  of  salvation  through  Jesus  Christ.

So  much  stress  is  put  upon  mere  num- 
bers of  professions,  that  one  of  our  promi- 
nent ministers  at  the  recent  Convention  at 
Nashville,  presented  resolutions  to  that 
baidy  providing  for  an  Evangelistic  Com- 
mittee, or  Board,  with  a general  manager, 
or  secretary,  who  is  understood  to  be  an 
expert  evangelist,  who  should  seek  to  in- 
troduce the  best  evangelistic  methods  in 
our  churches— looking  to  a largely  increas- 
ed number  of  professed  conversions  among 
our  people.

G.  Broughton,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  was  given 
Sunday  afternoon  at  the  great  tabernacle 
tp  explain  his  views  on  this  subject  and  to 
ipipress  his  ideas.  Dr.  Broughton  is  a 
man  far  above  the  ordinary  as  a platform 
speaker.  He  has  traveled  extensively,  and 
has  a very  ready  way  of  bringing  the  sta- 
tistics that  he  wants  into  his  service.  I 
listened  to  every  word  he  said  as  carefully 
and  as  impartially  as  I was  capable  of  do- 
ing. In  the  light  of  his  address  the  great 
mass  of  Baptist  pastors  ih  the  South  are 
doing  next  to  nothing  in  winning  souls  to 
Christ.  They  are  cold  and  stiff  and  for- 
mal, and  are  afraid  to  encourage  sinners 
to  1 seek  Christ — specially  at  the  Sunday 
morning  service,  that  more  sinners  ought 
to  be  converted  in  a month  than  they  have 
in  a year.

We  will  neec|  as  large  and 
as  liberal  giving  in  the  tifae  before  our 
State  Convention  as  has  marked  our  gifts 
to  Foreign  Missions  and  to  Home  Mis- 
sions, if  we  go  to  our  Convention  free  from 
all  debt.  The  Convention  ordered  and  the 
Board  obeyed  in  the  matter  of  larger 
work,  and  this  will  need  larger  amount  of 
money.
